Objective 


To improve the quality of life for Aboriginal people in urban environments by 
supporting self-determined activities that respect and strengthen the increasing 
emphasis on Aboriginal, cultural distinctiveness, and that encourage equal 
access to, and participation in, Canadian society. 


Who can apply? 


The National Association of Friendship Centres (NAFC) is an association 

with more than 100 Aboriginal Friendship Centres (AFC). The NAFC administers 
funding under the Transfer Agreement respecting the Aboriginal Friendship 
Centre Program. Since October 2002, the Department of Canadian Heritage has 
provided interim funding to 18 unfunded Friendship Centres identified by the 
NAFC as top priorities to receive additional funding. The 99 AFCs that were 
funded at the time of the Transfer Agreement apply directly to the NAFC 

for funding support. 


When is the deadline? 

The NAFC establishes the deadlines for applications from the 99 AFCs. 
The funding support to AFCs is outlined in the Annual Appendix, which the 
NAFC presents to the Department of Canadian Heritage by March | of each 
year of the Agreement, in effect until 2004-05.

Canadian Heritage — Aboriginal 


Aboriginal Languages Initiative 
Objective 


To maintain and revitalize Aboriginal languages for future generations by 
increasing the number of Aboriginal language speakers, encouraging the 
transmission of these languages from generation to generation, and expanding 
language usage in family and community settings. 


Who can apply? 


¢ The Assembly of First Nations (First Nations languages), the Métis National 
Council and its provincial affiliates (Michif languages), and the Inuit Tapiriit 
Kanatami and its regional affiliates (Inuktitut language) delivers the ALI to 
eligible recipients; they may apply for funding directly to the Department of 
Canadian Heritage. 

¢ Eligible recipients include existing national and/or regional Aboriginal 
representative and service delivery organizations, such as Aboriginal 
communities/First Nations, Aboriginal governments or institutions, 
Aboriginal cultural education centres, and Aboriginal Friendship Centres. 
Eligible recipients should apply directly to the delivery organization of the 
relative language element (1.e. First Nations languages, Michif languages, 
and Inuktitut language). 


When is the deadline? 


Eligible recipients should call the appropriate organization(s) listed below to 
determine the requirements in terms of the deadline(s) for receipt of proposals.

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Aboriginal Representative Organizations Program 
Objective 


To maintain a consultative framework of Inuit, Métis, and Non-Status Indian 
representative organizations, through which governments can address the social, 
economic, political, and cultural issues affecting the lives of Canada’s 
Aboriginal peoples. 


Who can apply? 


Some 27 non-profit organizations providing political representation, advocacy, 
and negotiation on behalf of Inuit, Métis, and Non-Status Indian peoples — 
including the three national representative organizations (Inuit Tapiriit Kanatami, 
Métis National Council, and Congress of Aboriginal Peoples) and their 
recognized provincial/territorial/regional affiliates. 


When is the deadline? 


Eligible organizations are invited to submit their application to the Department of 
Canadian Heritage in February, prior to the beginning of the fiscal year for which 
funding is being requested. Funding is committed on an annual basis, based on 
approved objectives, major activity areas, and budget for each applicant.

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Aboriginal Women’s Program 
Objective 


To ensure full participation of Aboriginal women in their own communities 
and within Canadian society. The Aboriginal Women’s Program (AWP) provides 
two types of support to Aboriginal women’s organizations: 


* operational support for national Aboriginal women’s organizations; 
* funding for specific activities and projects that are in keeping with the 
objectives of the AWP. 


There are two additional initiatives under the AWP: 


1. The Family Violence Initiative enables Aboriginal women to address 
violence-related issues, both within the nuclear and extended family in 
Aboriginal communities. 

2. The self-government initiative enables Aboriginal women to participate fully 
and equitably in the consultations and decision-making process. 


Who can apply? 


National, regional, and community-based Aboriginal women’s organizations that 
represent the interests of Aboriginal women. These organizations must 
be non-profit and independent of any other organization. 


When is the deadline? 


At the beginning of each fiscal year (April). Funding deadlines vary from region 
to region. Eligible applicants should contact their regional representative. They 
may request project funding for more than one fiscal year depending upon the 
circumstances.

Launched in 2000, the Canada Magazine Fund (CMF) is a key element 

of the Government of Canada’s comprehensive policy to support 

the Canadian magazine industry. The CMF was established to safeguard 
diverse Canadian voices in a rapidly evolving marketplace. It provides 
support to Canadian magazine publishers for the creation of Canadian content 
for Canadian readers, to initiatives that improve the viability and business 
development of smaller publishers, and to broader initiatives that support 
industry development. The objectives of the CMF are to: 


foster the creation of Canadian editorial content in Canadian magazines; 
increase Canadians’ access to Canadian magazines; 

enhance the quality and diversity of Canadian magazines; and 
strengthen the infrastructure of the Canadian magazine industry. 


The CMF is comprised of four components: 


1. Formula-based Support for Editorial Content (SEC). 

2. Formula-based Support for Arts and Literary Magazines (SALM). 

3. Project-based Support for Business Development for Small Magazine 
Publishers (SBDSMP). 

4. Project-based Support for Industry Development (SID). 


Who can apply? 


Eligible Canadian magazine publishers and eligible Canadian magazines must 
have a minimum average of 80% Canadian editorial content to apply for the 
Support for Editorial Content, Support for Business Development for 
Small Magazine Publishers, and Support for Arts and Literary Magazines 
components. Each component has specific eligibility criteria. The Applicant’s 
Guide is under review for the Support for Industry Development component.

The CTF will also fund certain special initiatives, notably French-language 
productions in minority situations, feature films with a television window, 
productions in Aboriginal languages, project development and versioning of 
CTF-supported productions into the other official language. This component 
is administered by Telefilm Canada.

The CTF and Telefilm Canada jointly administer CTF funds. Funding assistance 
is provided through licence fee top-up and equity investment. There are three 
funding streams within the CTF for 2005-2006. 


English-language drama stream 


Producers compete for funding based on a selective evaluation process. 
CTF funds are directed to productions that stand the best chance of attracting 
Canadian audiences. This component is administered by Telefilm Canada. 


Broadcaster performance envelope stream 


Support for all other eligible genres of programming are administered through 
broadcaster performance envelopes. Broadcasters have the flexibility to direct 
CTF funding to productions through dedicated envelopes. The size of each 
broadcaster’s envelope will be adjusted annually to reflect the degree to which 
the productions selected by the broadcasters meet the goals of the CTF, 
including audiences and support to regional production. This component is 
administered by the CTF. 


Special initiatives stream 


The CTF will also fund certain special initiatives, notably French-language 
productions in minority situations, feature films with a television window, 
productions in Aboriginal languages, project development and versioning of 
CTF-supported productions into the other official language. This component 
is administered by Telefilm Canada. 
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Who can apply? 


Any Canadian-controlled independent production company or broadcaster- 
affiliated production company may apply for financing. The Fund supports 
programming in English, French, and Aboriginal languages in the categories 
of drama, documentary, children’s and youth programming, and variety 

and performing arts. A Canadian broadcaster must show fund-assisted projects 
in prime time within two years of completion.
